RAINFALL. 


The  total  was  28,86  inches.  This  fell  on 
226  days,  and  is  3,39  inches  about  the  average  for 
the  year.  The  greatest  daily  fall  was  1.54  inches 
on  December  1st, 


BAROWER. 


(Corrected  and  reduced).  Highest  reading, 
30.623  inches  on  March  31st.  at  9 a,  m.  Lowest 
reading  28,685  inches  on  November  7th.,  at  9 a.  m. 
Mean  of  9 a.  m.  and  9 p.  m,  readings,  29.882  inches.

Highest  in  the  shade,  79  degEoes,  June  19th, 
Lowest  on  the  Screen,  13  degrees  on  January  27th,  mean 
of  daily  maxima,  54,66  degrees,  mean  of  daily  minima, 
40.58  degrees;  mean  temperature  of  the  year,  47.62 
degrees,  which  is  0,39  degrees  below  the  average.

Therf?  •were  24  oases  notified  to  me  durini^ 
tiie  year,  as  follows 

2 Diphtheria, 

4 Erysipelas  (all  idiopathic) , 

17  Scarlet  Fever, 

1 Enteric  Fever, 

Two  oases  were  notified.  One  occurred  in 
a cottage  in  Redraile,  where  two  children  had  had  this 
disease  in  Sept^ber,  1908.  These  children  were  re- 
moved to  Melton  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  cottage 
was  disinfected  in  September,  1908,  There  were  no 
other  cases  reported  from  Redmile  in  the  interim.  The 
drains  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  cottages  are 
good,  and  I cannot  account  for  the  recurrence  of  this 
isolated  case,  which  ms  removed  to  the  Melton  Hos- 
pital, and  the  cottage  ms  again  disinfected. 

The  other  case  reported  was  in  Bottesford, 

The  girl  had  ,just  come  to  Bottesford,  and  must  have 
brought  the  infection  with  her,  as  there  were  no  other 
oases,  and  the  cottage  is  a good  one,  and  the  drains 
and  sanitary  arrangements  are  in  order.  She  was  also 
removed  to  Melton,  and  the  cottage  was  disinfected. 

All  the  four  oases  notified  were  idiopathic. 

Ten  of  the  cases  notified  were  from 
Bottesford.  They  were  notified  during  the  first  three 
months  of  the  year,  and  were  all  oases  of  direct 
contact  'with  one  or  other  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  patients 
notified  in  December,  1900,  Seven  of  these  oases  were 
sent  to  Melton,  one  case  was  isolated  at  home,  and 
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SCARIjET  Wo  oases  I was  unable  to  send  to  Melton,  as 
FEVER 

-fcontd.)  unfortunately  there  was  measles  in  the  cottai^e  at 
the  same  time.  The  School  ’/ras  closed  to  February 
8th,  1910. 

Pour  oases  were  notified  from  Croxton. 

They  all  appeared  to  be  caused  by  a boy  visitor, 
who  had  been  to  some  "Pair"  and  had  contracted  the 
disease.  They  wore  all  removed  to  Melton,  and  the 
cottages  were  disinfect od. 

The  remaining  three  oases  notified  were 
from  Redmile.  The  first  of  these  oases  v/as  a delicate 
boy,  who  had  been  taken  to  a local  market.  He  began 
ten  days  after  this  visit,  and  I believe  he  con- 
tracted the  disease  either  in  the  railway  carriage 
or  in  the  market.  He  was  isolatod,  and  treated  at 
home  vd-th  all  precautions.  The  other  two  children 
were  notified  seven  days  after  this  boy.  They  were 
sent  to  Melton  Hospital,  Several  children  had  sore 
throats,  and  the  School  attendance  v/as  muoh  reduced. 
The  School  was  closed  until  December  3rd, , 1910.  The 
value  of  the  Melton  Isolation  Hospital  to  your  Dis- 
trict throughout  the  year  has  been  great,  as  most 
of  these  cases  occurred  in  small  cottages,  with 
absolutely  no  means  of  isolating  the  ohildren. 


ENTERIC 


There  was  one  isolated  case  reported  from 
Bottesford. . I am  unable  to  account  for  it.  The 
boy  was  treated  with  every  antisoeptic  precaution 
at  home,  and  no  other  cases  of  infection  w'ere 
reported. 


MEASLES , There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  in 

Barkstone  and  Plungar  in  December^  The  School  was 
closed  in  consequence.

'GOUGH. 


There  were  several  cases  recurring  in 
Botiesford  and  Barkstone  and  Plungar  throughout 


the  year.  The  first  oases  in  Bottesford  were 
visitors  who  brought  the  disease  from  Nottingham. 

I believe  the  usual  source  of  infection  in  all  these 
oases  of  infectious  diseases  in  villages  is  either 
direct  contact  v/ith  patients  brought  from  the 
towns  to  recruit,  or  from  visits  of  the  village 
children  to  tovmis,  \’?here  they  contract  the  disease 
in  railway  carriages  or  tramr-oars,  &o.

There  was  a reported  outbreak  of  this 
disease  in  a neighbouring  Rural  District  in  August. 
Your  Council  had  a Special  Meeting,  and  made  this 
disease  notifiable  from  the  3rd  of  September,  1910, 
for  six  months,  I have  had  no  notification  of  this 
dis  eas  e . 


GBI^IBRAL. 


This  is  a purely  agricultural  district. 
The  house  accomodation  amongst  the  working  classes 
is  fairly  good.,  and  the  ma.jority  of  the  cottages 
are  in  a sanitary  condition  and  are  kept  clean. 


No  new  cottages  have  been  built  this  year. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

This  is  principally  from  wells,  and 
partly  from  the  River  Devon,  which  runs  through  this 
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district.  The  water  is  sufficient.  It  is  hard.  Taut 

is,  as  a rule,  drinkable, 

imSK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  43  Cow-keepers  in  your  district. 
Some  of  the  milk  is  sent  to  the  neighbouring  towns. 
Where  this  is  done,  the  farmers  are  under  contract 
to  notify  infectious  disease  on  their  premises.  Some 
of  the  milk  is  made  into  cheese  (Stilton),  There  are 
six  Cheese  Factories.  The  dairies  are  kept  clean. 

The  cow-sheds  are  white-washed  regularly,  and  are, 
on  the  vdiolo,  kept  clean.  As  far  as  I am  aware,  there 
is  no  regulation  in  force  about  tuberculosis  milk. 

The  milk  is  good,  amd  I have  heard  no  complaint  about 

it. 


SLAUGHTERr- 

HOUSES. 

All  are  owned  or  tenanted  by  private 
butchers.  They  are  kept  clean,  and  I have  had  no 
complaint  about  them.  No  carcases  or  parts  of 
carcases  have  been  condemned  for  tuberculosis  this 
year.  In  November  a case  of  Anthrax  was  reported 
to  me  from  Plungar.  The  carcase  was  burnt,  and  all 
antisoeptio  precautions  were  taken  to  disinfect  the 
premises. 

SEWERAGE 

DRAINAGE. 

The  drains  and  sewers  have  been  much  improved 

in  your  district.  Most  of  the  old  traps  and  field 

have  been  replaced  with  Sanitary  and 

traps.  Those  few  old  ones  which  remain  are  being 

gradually  replaced.  In  Bottesford,  which  is  partly 
on  a sand  and  gravel  sub-soil,  most  of  the  old  privy 
cesspools  are  replaced  with  proper  earth  closets.  In 
the  other  villages  privy  cesspools  and  ash-pits  are 
used.  The  earth  closets  and  cesspools  are  cleaned 
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out  by  th^  occupiers  of  the  cottages  when  required. 


REPORT  FOR  HCiME  OFFICE . 


FACTORIES. 


There  are  none  in  this  district.  There 
are  43  Workshops,  principally  small  village  shops. 
Bakehouses,  &o.  No  defects  have  been  found  this  year. 


BAKEHOUSES, 


These  are  mostly  the  usual  type  of  Bake- 
ovens  in  a private  house.  They  are  kept  clean. 


SCHOOLS , 


Schools  are  kept  clean.  They  are  cleaned 
once  a quarter,  and  most  of  then  use  disinfectants. 
After  any  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease,  they  are 
cleaned  and  disinfected  with  Sulphur  and  Formalin. 


NUISANCES, 


I append  a tabulated  account  of  the  work 
performed  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  during  the 
year. 


I have  periodically  during  the  year  made 
inspections  in  your  district,  and  have  visited  each 
case  of  Infectious  Disease  notified.  I have  analyses 
several  sEtmples  of  water,  and  have  visited  and 
inspected  any  places  reported  to  me  as  insanitary. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  good  as  a whole.
